He said, however, that he still 
hoped it might be possible to avoid 
making the increase, as real estate 
Owners will in any case be taxed 
nearly 10 per cent more for 1947 
than. they were for 1946. The 
Assessor's report to the Mayor 
showed an estimated assessment 
of $1,019,000,000 for 1947, compared 
te $919,000,000 in 1946. 

The committee asked the alder- 
men for immediate enactment of 
the four proposals. 

Towner Phelan, chairman of the 
revenue section, asked the Mayor 
whether the real estate tax in- 
Crease, if it should be necessary 
to make it, would be temporary. 
The Mayor replied that he would 
like to think so, but that the dif- 
ficulty enctountered by other rev- 
enue measures, especially the earn- 
ings tax and the MacArthur 
tenga tolls, made this question- 
able.

The National Labor Relations 
Act, he said, was adopted chiefly 
for the benefit of unskilled and 
unorganized workers in mass pro- 
duction industries. 

There is no common. standard 
which can be applied.to these 
workers and to those whose work 
requires originality and creative 
ability, he said. From the very 
nature of the professional man’s 
activities, he added, he must be 
granted such prerogatives as ac- 
cess to various parts of the place

OFFICIALS GAN'T 
EXPLAIN HIGH COST 
OF VET HOUSING 


East St. Louis Project 
Nearly Twice as Expen- 


sive as Average for 
Such Buildings. 


Federal Public Housing Authbr- 
ity officials were at a loss to ex- 
plain today why conversion of cor- 
rugated iron Army barracks for 
use as temporary housing for vet- 
erans in East St. Louis was cost- 
ing $10,482 each, as disclosed by 
the Post-Dispatch. : 

“High building costs” was the 
only reason advanced by the 
FPHA Chicago office for the fact 
that the an St. Louis project is 
costing nearly twice the average 
figure for such projects, 

The structures themselves were 
acquired without cost from the 
Army at Ogden, Utah, where they 
had been declared surplus proper- 
ty. As converted for housing, each 
barracks building is. to house two 
Negro families in a combined 
kitchen-dining-living room, two 
bedrooms and a bathroom. 

When completed the apartments 
will be rented to veterans at rates 
which have not been disclosed. 
Having been designated “tempo- 
rary housing,” the barracks must 
be removed within two years after 
termination of the “emergency” 
by the President. 

Cost Plus Fixed Fee. 

An FPHA spokesman said the 
barracks dre being converted for 
housing use by the George L. 
Cousins Contracting Co. of St. 


basis.” The Cousins firm, headed 
by Walter Cousins, is being paid 
for supervising the project and 
is meeti all labor costs 
and materials bills, in addition. 

Cousins said today that he is 
making a check of expenses on the 
project. He said he was unable, 
immediately, to understand the 
high cost figure. 

“Everything is on the up-and- 
up.” he said. “I’m sure of that.” 

A large quantity of building 
material has been acquired for 
building a greater number of 
housing units planned earlier, but 
this unused material has not been 
charged against the five barracks 
buildings actually being com- 
pleted, the FPHA spokesman said. 
If such a charge had been made, 
he said, the cost would be “very 
much higher.” . 


Land fost Is Not Included. 


Cost of acquiring the land and 
of preparing the land for building 
also is not included in the $10,482 
figure. This cost has been met by 
the City of East St. Louis through 
a $69,000 appropriation. If land 
cost is added, total cost of the 
“uildings would be about $12,000 
each, it has been estimated. 

Cost figures on the East St. 
Louis project were “disclosed by 


the St. Clair County Housing Au- 


j thority. Leonard Lewis, informa- 


tion service official with the 
FPHA who said he was speaking 
for Orvil R. Olmsted, director of 
the Chicago FPHA region which 
includes the St. Louis area, today 
verified Griffin’s figures. * 

Before price controls were elim- 
inated on building materials last 
December, he said, the average 
cost of converting Army barracks 
for temporary housing use: was 
$2225 per unit. Since decontrol the 
ayerage cost has risen to about 
$2900 per unit. 

The East St. Louis project is 
costing $5241 per unit, or $10,482 
per building. 

This figure, he said, inclides the 
cost of shipping the barracks from 
Utah. In the case of the barracks 
buildings used in the East St. 
Louis project, he said, more work 
was required to convert them for 
housing use than 6n some other 
projects. 

3 High Labor Costs. 


Lewis said building costs were 
higher in East St. Louis than at 
most places where FPHA was 
constructing temporary housing. 
Labor costs are particularly high 
in Bast St. Louis, he said.

The 
structures have been placed on

plain wallboard. Cheap construc- 
tion includes softwood flooring 
without sub-flooring and wooden 
sink cabinets, for sink bowls. Only 
paper insulation is used.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., March 5— 
A suit under the state anti-trust 
law to enjoin 16 Greene county 
dairies, milk producers and indi- 
viduals from carrying on an al- 
leged combination to fix and con- 
trol milk prices in Springfield and 
Greene county, was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court here today by Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor of Missouri. 

The petition, charging that pro- 
visions of the anti-trust law bar- 
ring agreements to fix and control 
prices had been violated at vari- 
ous times in 1946 and early this 
year, asked the Circuit Court’ to 
fine each of the defendants an 
amount to be determined by the 
court. 

Filing of the suit followed an 
investigation of milk prices by 
Taylor and Assistant Attorney 
General Drake Watson. The lat- 
ter was here today to submit to 
the court a request for a tempo- 
rary injunction, pending hearing 
on a final restraining order, 

List of Defendants. 

Defendants named in the suit 
are the Greene County “B” Milk 
Products Association and Harry 
Blackwell, president; Cloverleaf 
Dairy Co. and Williams, 
president; Purity Dairies d D. 
P. Hutchinson, president; ank 
Pilley & Sons and F. E, Pilley, 
president; Okino Farm Dairy; 
Burt L. Putnam and Virgil Hollis, 
operating the Hiland Dairy; J. A. 
Gibson and R. B. Gibson, 4oing 
business as J. A. Gibson & Sons; 
Henry 8S. Lecompte, and Edward 
Payne. 

The petition charged the Greene 
County “B” Milk Products Associ- 
ation sells or controls the sale of 
about 85 per cent of all raw milk 
produced or sold in Greene coun- 
ty.

About Oct. 16, 1946; it was 
charged, this alleged agreement 
was revised to fix wholesale price 
of raw milk at $5:30 a hundred 
pounds, the price to retailers at 
19 cents a quart, and the retail 
price to consumers at 21 cents a 
quart. | 

Taylor charged that another re- 
vision of the alleged agreement, 
about last Feb. 1, fixed the whole- 
sale price of raw milk at $4.90 a 
hundred pounds, the price to re- 
tailers at 18 cents a qlart, and 
the retail price at 20 cents a quart. 

The Attorney General charged 
that these agreements were de- 
signed to fix and control the price 
of milk bought and sold in Spring- 
field and Greene county, and that 
each of the defend had vio- 
lated provisions of the Anti- trust 
law prohibiting price fixing and 
restraint of trade.

Dilemma of ‘stitial Policy. 


Everything depends on how the 
United States chooses to go about 
it.

Another Woman Typical. 


Greek woman B is knitting a 
sock, using a surprising number of 
long thin steel needles. She wears 
a sweater and a black skirt turn- 
ing green with age. It is impos- 
sible clearly to distinguish her 
shoes, since the street in which 
she is standing is ankle-deep in 
mud. The street is in a mountain 
village some miles north of'Salon- 
ika. On either side of this street, 
the houses are mostly shells or 
rubble. The Germans burned 
them, the woman says. 


She also remarks casually that 
they burned a hundred schoolboys 
—doubtless she eé rates; it 
was probably nearer 10—after 
locking them in the school house. 
Her face is old—it is impossible 
to guess her age—and thin and de- 
fiant. It softens at the word 
America. She has a nephew in 
New York. Guerrillas? The An- 
martes? Her face is expression- 
less as she points toward the 
snowline of the mountain above 
the town.

Monuments to me Temporary 
Those $10,000 shacks for veterans on the East 


Side ought to be a national monument, They — 


should be dedicated with fanfare and inscribed: 


“For veterans of the late war, these houses were 


built by a proud, productive and gratéful nation 
under the temporary housing program.” . 

That is what’ these corrugated shanties repre- 
sent. The Senate Banking Committee, which is 
trying to find out what the Federal Public 
Housing Authority has done about the temporary 
housing program, should take a look. These 


. blown-up barracks are a sample. 
How. could second-hand sheds, slapped to- | 
‘. gether without foundations, insulated with paper 


and equipped with an oil parlor heater, cost 
anything like half $10,000? The principal an- 
swer is neither graft nor the obvious ineffi- 
ciency of this hasty project, It is chicanery on 
a grand scale. 

Homeless veterans can thank the real estate 
lobby. This crowd is listed, described and 
psychoanalyzed in today's Mirror of Public 
Opinion. It is the organized front of salesmen, 
bankers and builders who want high-cost, high- 
profit\housing and have always got it. 

The FPHA explains ‘the East Side project by 
saying costs have “shot sky-high” since the de- 
control of building materials. That was in De- 
cember, when President Truman succumbed to 
the real estate lobby. He’ removed the price 
ceiling on new houses, lifted controls from 
building materials and otherwise left the wreck- 
age of the Wyatt housing program strewn across 
a badly-sheltered nation. 

Up to that time the real estate gang had 

always paid lip service to the theme of free en- 
terprise and had feigned an interest in veterans’ 
housing. Now they don’t have to, and they don’t. 
- What about free enterprise? A recent meet- 
ing of building industry leaders in St. Louis 
heard an FHA officer explain that they now 
could get loans of 90 per cent on the cost of new 
rental housing. That’s a fat kind of subsidy, but 
it is not free enterprise. 

What about the veterans? “A very small per- 
centage can afford to buy a new house—or even 
to pay rent on a new house,” the builders’ meet- 
ing was told by S. R. Kinsella, president of the 
Mortgage Bankers’ Association here. His idea 
was that new rental ynits would be used by non- 
veterans, who would then vacate their homes 
for use by veterans. The ex-GIs are welcome 
to the slums. 

This conception is the old trickle-down theory, 
bald and bare. It is the theory that didn’t work 
during the depression, Yet today the real estate 
crowd hopes to skim the cream of the inflated 
real estate market, while it drives costs up and 


‘up—and perish tke thought of mass housing. 


So in East St. Louis the trickle has ended in 
the inevitable driblet: Five tin-can houses, half- 
fit for human habitatjon, cost $10,000 each. They

Last September a handful of real estate 
men met in Washington and demanded 
that National Housing Expediter Wilson W. 
Wyatt be fired. 


By Dec. 2 the Natiorial Association of 
Real Estate Boards was so sure of compli- 
ance with its wishes that it proclaimed in 
its news letter: “Wilson Wyatt is a dead 
duck.” 

On Dec. 4 Wilson Wyatt was a dead duck. 
Within two weeks his program for reliev- 
ing the acute shortage of low- and medium- 
priced housing was as dead as Wyatt. 


The real estate lobby wants high-cost, 


high-profit housing. In the past 10 years 
the lobby has (1) forced the resignation of 
Nathan Straus and almost every other head 
of the public housing program; (2) blocked 
the appropriation of funds for low-rent 
housing since passage of the United States 
Housing Act in 1937; (3) defeated the Wag- 
ner-Ellender-Taft general housing bill; (4) 


wrecked the veterans’ emergency housing . 


program; and (5) forced the Truman Ad- 
ministration to abandon virtually every 
control over real estate and building except 
rent control~the lobby’s current objective. 


The Groups Out in Front 


' The real estate lobby has three organi- 
gations out in front: 

(1) The National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards. This is the organization that 
proudly coined the term “realtor” to ele- 
vate the chins of its 34,338 members in 866 


‘ local boards, 


(2) The National Foundation of Home 
and Property Owners, a new catch-all group 
sired by NAREB to recruit people of its 
turn of mind who are not in the business 
of buying and selling real estate, 


(3) The National Association of Home 
Builders. Its 10,370 members represent the 
residential construction industry in the 
larger cities. 

Although the Real Estate Boards, Home 
Builders and Property Owners generate the 
tumult dnd shouting, the strength of the 
real estate lobby lies with the financial 
and business groups in the background: the 
American Bankers’ Association, represent- 
ing 96 per cent of the nation’s banks; the 


‘Mortgage Bankers’ Association; the Pro- 


ducers Council, spokesman for leading man- 
ufacturers of building materials and equip- 
ment; the United States Savings and Loan 
Léague, representing more than 3600 sav- 
ings and loan associations; and the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, 


Revealing Self-Portrait 


The key to the real estate lobby’s philoso- 
phy is the subsidy. If government spends 
to build and operate low-rent housing on 
a non-profit basis, the subsidy is a socialis- 
tic evil. But if government spends to buy 
blighted land and resell it at a loss for pri- 
vate development and private profit, the 
subsidy becomes a bulwark of private en- 
terprise. 

The real estate lobby has never offered 
any sound proposal for re-housing dis- 
placed families or slum dwellers in general, 
Ten years ago a principal lobbyist wrote 
a revealing self-portrait in the reports he 
sent to friends and associates while tour- 
ing Italy and Germany: 

The new Italy is rising swiftly from the ruins and 
disorder of the old. Im cities such as Genoa and 
Fiorence it is impressive to see entire blocks of ram- 


shackle and unhealthy old apartments being torn 
down and replaced by fine new structures, 


Demolition is carried on by the Government which 
clears out the slums and arranges for compensation 
to the owners. New building is carried on almost 
entirely by private enterprise, which takes over the 
cleared land by purchase or lease. 


Loans are available running at 4 per cent for 
terms as long as 60 years. But the biggest help of 
all is a 25-year tax exemption on all new construc- 
tion. This has made the real estate field very at- 
tractive for conservative investment. 


The author was Herbert U. Nelson, then 
and now executive vice president of the 
Natjonal Association of Real Estate Boards 
and the dominant figure of the real estate 
lobby. He fails to point out that Mussolini 
benefited private real estate only at the ex- 
pense of the slum dwellers. The poor Ital- 
ians had to move when the wrecking crews. 
came. 


For Cash Considerations 


Public housing experts who have ob- 
served the lobby’s activities during the past 
10 years suggest two explanations of the 
die-hard fight against public housing: 

(1) Public housing does compete with 
the section of private enterprise that has 
invested money in slums. Studies in St. 
Louis, Jacksonville and other cities have 
shown that the annual return on slum in- 
vestments is about 30 per cent. 

(2) Public housing is an embarrassing 
yardstick for inferior private housing. When 
low-income families can rent modern homes 
for $18 a month, including utilities and 
playground space, families in the lower mid- 
dle income group are apt to resent paying 
$30 for poor housing. 

These are cash considerations. Does the 
real estate lobby have anything like a so- 
cial conscience? Maybe, but Marie An- 
toinette was more compassionate than 
George W, West of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce who, when pressed for a 
solution of the slum problem, finally de- 
clared: “Let the poor people live in poor 
houses.”

It is fact that Ernst Hanfstaengl, early 
supporter and intimate of Hitler, fled Ger- 
many before the war, was interned in Eng- 
land when the war broke, and eventual 
was brought to this country for interrogae 
tion over a period of months by John Car- 
ter (“Jay Franklin”) and our Intelligence 
Services in an effort to glean from him 
useful military or psychological informa- 
tion. It is not a fact that he had a night- 
long conversation at a retreat in the Ca 
toctin Mountains with Roosevelt, Churchill, 
and later with Harry Hopkins and Baruch; 
but reading this book, one wishes that hée

From the strength and weakness 
of.Hitler’s Germany the conversation broad- 
ens to embrace almost every subject which 
well informed, alert men, alive to the les 
sons of the past, the realities of the present 
and the implications of the future, would 
bring up in a — of ~~ talk, 
- 

The problem ad ceteatinia Germany in- 
evitably leads to the future of the Angio- 
American entente (Churchill, borrowing , 
from Kipling, says our closest ties are “the ; 
bonds of common funk”) and to postwar 
relations among the Big Three. Churchill 
sees Russia as a nation which must be kept 
in line; Roosevelt thinks it can be brought 
to grace by being shown a better way of 
life, and insists that Soviet-American rela- 
tions must be on as firm a basis as those 
between the Empire and this country. 


Baruch, coming in late, is a dissident. He 
thinks the whole approach of the others 
wrong, and contends that the basic step in 
the solution of the problems under review 
is freedom for the individual, which he in- 
sists is being destroyed everywhere. Hop- 
kins, siding with him on this point, deplores 
the state of American democracy and as- 
serts that we are a long way from govern- 
ment of, by or for the people, “and getting 
further every minute.”

The debate which follows on the rela- 
tionship of the state and the individual is 
only one of the numberless verbal] excur- 
sions of the talkers before the night is 
over. Hopkins, assigned to sum up the 
areas of accord, does somewhat too glib @ 
job, but all agree that the program out- 
lined will take “quite a bit of doing,” as 
Churchill says, and much “putting of our 
own house in order,” as Roosevelt states it. 


Much of the material in the hook is fa- 
miliar, some to the point of being hack- 
neyed; but old or new, it is handled with 
a freshness and verve which makes for 
good reading and at times reaches brilli- 
ance. Mr. Carter knows his histery and 
literature, and his wartime acquaintance 
with the men who figure'in this book was 
such that he can speak for them with some 
authenticity. 

The deftness with which he characterizes 
them, by their manner of saying things as 
much as by what they say, is not the least 
engaging feature of his writing. This dia- 
logue will doubtless not take rank with 
the dialogues of Plato, but it is entertain- 
ing and provocative reading.

The letters will be the first of a 
total of about 200,000 to go out in 
the next 18 months to the next of 
kin of members of the armed 
forces who were buried abroad. 

The letters will explain that the 
dead may be returned to the United 
States for burial tn a private cem- 
etery; returned for burial in a 
national cemetery; buried in a per- 
manent American: military ceme- 
tery overseas, or buried in a pri- 
vate cemetery in a foreign country 
which is the homeland of the dead 
or of his next of kin, 

The first letters will go-to rela- 
tives of men buried at St. Laurent, 
France; Henri Chapelle, Belgium; 
Cambridge, England; Nedduno, 
Italy; Gela, Sicily; European cem- 
etery at Casa Blanca, French Mo- 
rocco; American cemetery at 
Gafsa, Tunisia; American cenie- 
tery at Tunis, Tunisia; Schofield 
barracks cemetery, Oahu; Halawa 
naval cemetery, Oahu; Mokapu 
cemetery at Kaneohe naval air 
station, Oahu; Nuuanu cemetery, 
Oahu; the army cemeteries at 
Homelani, Hilo, and Makawao, 
Maui, all in the Hawaiian islands.

When great powers pass out o 
history, they do not do so unob- 
trusively. The reverberations of 
their passing echo for decades or 
generations, sometimes for cen- 
turies.

Intervention breeds counter-in- 
terventions, and counter interven- 
If 
Soviet intervention is invited by 
chaos in India and the Middle 
East, it will be in support of the 
Moslems. There are no Hindus in 
the Soviet Union and no Zionists. 
There are, however, 18,000,000 
Moslems among whom Janizaries 
have been trained, as western and 
southern Slavs were trained. The 
world of 200,000,000 Moslems will 
not be abandoned by the Soviets 
to support the Hindus with their 
caste system or the Palestinian 
Jews. Zionism is barred, not only 
in the Soviet Union but in all the 
new satellite states. 

Mutual intervention seems cer- 
tain to’ invite a clash. And before 
we go one step farther we had 
better consider what we have to 
intervene with and what for.

QUEEN DS IN BRITAIN 


Mrs. Herbrand‘Harvey, Form- 
er Miss Bessie Kingsland, 
Reigned in 1895. 


Mrs. Herbrand Harvey, the sec 
ond Veiled Prophet Queen to be 
crowned, died at her home, Full- 
wood House, Petersfield, Hamp- 
shire, England, on Feb. 27, friends 
and relatives here were informed 
today. She was 76 years old and 
had been in failing health. — 
The former Miss Bessie Kings- 
land, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lawrence Douglas Kingsland, was ; 
born and reared in St. Louis. She 
was- graduated from Mary Insti- 
tute in 1887 and was crowned 
queen eight years later. 

After her marriag®é to Harvey, an 
English engineer, at the turn of 
the century, she made her home 
in various parts of the world but * 
kept her residence in Hampshire 
as her permanent address. Harvey 
died at their home three days be- 
fore his wife. 

When Mrs, Harvey revisited St. 
Louis in 1935, the ceremony of her 
coronation was recalled. The ball 
in 1895 was held in the old Mer- 
chants’ Exchange but the protocol 
followed was much the same as 
that of recent years. 

A Post-Dispatch article. written 
at the time noted that Miss Kings- 
land was accompanied by Frank 
Hirschberg and had as maids, 
Misses Alice Orr, Pauline Gehner 
and Nannie Thomson. Instead of 
a crown the prophet pinned a 
gold favor of unique design in his 
queen's hair. 

After her visit here, Mrs. Har- 
vey went to Buenos Aires to join 
her husband who was there on 
business, and later returned with 
him to Hampshire. 

Funeral services were held in 
England and burial was there. 
Mrs, Harvey was the aunt of Nor- 
ris B. Gregg Jr. of 36 Westmore- 
land place, and of L. Douglas 
Kingsland II of Bogota, Colombia. 
She was a first cousin of Col Law- 
rence Chappell Kingsland, Mrs. 
Arthur Bonsack and J. Buckner 
Fisher and was also related to 
members of the Garrison andTen- 
nent families.

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How Expert Ties | 
Flies for Fishing 


By Leonard Hall | 


ODAY there arrived in the mail a package 

which I opened with anticipation. It came 

from my friend, Ivan Merrill, who writes 
about the outdoors for the East St. Louis Journal 
and, as I suspected, it contained two dozen 
newly-tied bass flies. If there could be anything 
better to warm the heart of a fly fishefman on 
& cojd and blustery day in February when even 
our swiftly flowing creek shows ice along its 
edges, I don’t know what it would be. Visions 
are conjured up of bright June mornings when. 
the bob whites whistle as you wade a favorite 
stream, fishing a light leader and dropping the: 
fly with care into every likely pocket, with the 
knowledge that a poorly made cast will put down 
your quarry for the day. You remember morn-

The flies which Merrill sent me are tied to per- 
fection—to the pattern developed years ago by 
Lee Hartwell, who knew most of the really big 
bass in Missouri by their first names. Tying the 
larger bass flies is not quite as painstaking a 
task as making the smaller and more delicate 
trout flies. Yet there is real knack to it which 
not everyone can master and it takes both pa- 
tience and some ingenuity toycollect the neces- 
sary materials. And I must say that Ivan does 
the best job of anyone I know,

hardest thing to find right now are good hooks, 
which should be of the short-shanked, straight- 
eyed variety in 1-0 and 2-0 sizes. Next comes 
a collection including a well-cured skunk tail, 
fox squirrel tail and, perhaps, deer and badger 
hair. Hackle feathers of white, buff and gray 
can be obtained from the poultry yard for tying 
streamers, although these are sometimes elim- 
inated. A spool of wool for tying bodies, spools 
of vari-colored silk to cover the wool, a skein of 
chenille if you want to go fancy, and a small 
bottle of “airplane dope” or clear plastic cement 
complete the outfit.

The ends are caught 
securely in the noose of silk thread which is 
then wrapped tight, fastened with a couple of 
half hitches and thoroughly covered with the 
liquid cement. The fly is then hung up to dry 
and the job is complete. 

This fly is most effectively fished behind a 
No. 2 Hildebrand spinner and with a bit of pork- 
rind attached to the hook. And what Lee used 
to say is mighty near true—if the bass won't 
strike this lure, you'd better rack up your rods 
and go home or, at the very least, try your luck 
on some other stream.

CONCILIATOR REPORTS UNION 
RETARDS BARGE STRIKE TALKS 


The. Mississippi Valley Barge 
Line Co., shut down by a strike of 
CIO engineers, has agreed, to ne- 
gotiate but negotiations have made 
little progress because the union is 
insisting on a $50-a-month wage 
increase, Edward W. Miller of the 
United States Conciliation Service 
said today in Cincinnati, O. 

“The union felt it was proper to 
open its contract with the barge 
line for negotiation,”. Miller re- 
lated. “The company did not feel 
it was proper ta open the contract. 
Then the company said it was 
willing to arbitrate that question. 
The union refused to arbitrate, 
Then I suggested at a meeting 
Feb. 21 in Louisvile, Ky., the 
company recognize the union’s 
point of view and negotiate. The 
company agreed. But the union 
said it would stand on its wage 
increase demand, although I sug- 
gested this be negotiated and sub- 
mitted to arbitration if no agree- 
ment was reached. Now the case 
has been transferred to Charles 
Estes of the Washington office of 
the conciliation service.” 

All eight boats of the barge line 
now are tied up and about 160 
employes are idle as a result of 
the strike called Feb. 24 by the 
Marine Engineers’ Beneficial As- 
sociation. Yesterday, John H. 
Shepley, third vice president of 
the engineers’ union, charged the 
company had refused to arbitrate. 
This was denied by G. C, Taylor, 
vice president of the company, 
who said the firm was willing to 
arbitrate before and still is willing.

A NAGGING WIFE is usually hungry for more affection. 
She wants her husband to pay attention to her and show her 
» he loves her. She is sexually half starved and wants to be 
everwhelmed. The wife herself seldom realizes her basic diffi- 
eulty. And the usual husband reacts about like Percy. So she 
just grows more irritable and blames him for every little thing 
that goes wrong. a 
What happens when a hungry male sits down at the table 
' at meal time to find that dinner isn’t ready? He “bawls” his 
| wife out. He is irritable. He nags at her slowness! Why?. 
Because he is hungry! She is the one from whom he expects 
satisfaction of his stomach hunger. She isn’t doing it fully. 
Bo he criticizes her,: often quite caustically. If he weren't 
hungry, or if she fed him on schedule, then he would be quite 
eand happy. 


MILLIONS of American wtves are more or less love’ hun- 
gry. They show in their irritable behavior that they are un- 
satisfied wives. 

So they subconsciously try to’ irritate their husbands into 
laying hands on them. .They accuse, criticize and scold, hoping 
to obtain physical contact. They don’t want a complacent male, 
who meekly submits. Indeed, the more the husband suffers in 
the silence, the worse they will nag, for nagging is woman's 
veiled attempt to make her husband assert his masculinity.

HERE are two things in this

A hinge is constructed to be 
moved just so far. Any movement 
past this point will make the 
screws pull out or bend the two 
plates that make up the hinge.

Some are fas- 
tened to the wall and others are 
attached to the floor. They are 
provided with rubber buttons to 
absorb the shock from a mov- 
ing door and to avoid porsche | the 
woodwork.

Accents Also in Evidence at Washington U. Style Show 


Very Feminine

HE student designers of the 
T sence of Fine Arts at Wash- 

ington Unfversity hit a new 
high mark in a fashion show at 
Hotel Statler last night. Not only 
were there many more creations 
in this presentation than had been 
shown at any previous undertak- 
ing but there were also many 
more original themes and a great- 
er variety of fabrics. Additional 
laurels were indicated by the large 
number of visiting manufacturers 
who came here to see the brain- 
children of these youthful design- 
ers and to scout for designing 
talent. 


This showing, an annual event 
sponsored by Kline’s to encourage 
the students to create good work 
with a reward of substantial 
prizes, has become the outstand=+ 
ing demonstration of the school’s 
accomplishments. The clothes are 
carefully selected to represent the 
finest achievements of the boys 
and girls and each participant 
puts his or her best ideas on dress 
parade. With the large number of 
students at the school this year, 
competition has become much 
keener and to have one’s costume 
chosen igs regardeii as an honor. 
A total of 165 costumes were 
shown last night, these repre- 
senting the creations of approxi- 
mately 75 students. Three young 
men were among those competipg 
for honors to be announced when 
the show is repeated for the gen- 
eral public tonight. 


Trying to pick the outstanding 
theme of the showing is a diffi- 
cult assignment, not only because 
of the large number of selections 
but because of the many different 
types. Robert Mayes, instructor 
of the classes in-eostume design, 
who directed the students in plan- 
ning the work urged each one to 
create what appealed rather than 
to follow any definite pattern. He 
did this because he felt that there 
was opportunity with wartime re- 
strictions lifted and. more mate- 
rials available for the designers to 
show what they could do and 
therefore they should not be ham- 
pered by rules and regulations. ° 


The showing illustrated great 
popularity for longer skirts, very 


feminine accents and Empire sil- . 


houettes. Those longer skirts were 
evident for all occasions. While 
the majority were flared, a few 
very slender skirt lines were not- 
ed. The vogue of the Empire 
themes might be allied with skirt 
lengths because the higher waist- 
line certainly gives the figure the 
impression of greater height as 
well as greater skirt length. As 
for the feminine accents, they were 
apparent in the big, floppy hats 
with flower trimming, velvet rib- 


bon streamers, frail-looking cot-- 


tons in dainty color schemes, 
flounced skirts and much hand-

Gone were the lavish sequin 
trimmings that were so prominent 
in the last showing staged by these 
same students. In their place were 
many applique effects, tricky but- 
ton and rick-rack decorations, 
hand-painted novelties, unique 
gored treatments and dashing sil- 
houettes. There were many eve- 
ning dresses with long skirts as 
well as numerous ballet-length 
summer, evening frocks. Play 
clothes were numerous, too, and 
judging by the number of bathing 
suits there will be lots of startling 
costumes on fhe beaches next sum- 
mer. : 

Another important trend was 
the popularity of ensembles. This 
applied to clothes for every occa- 
sion. Sun-backed dresses were 
equipped with jackets to make 
them suitable for business wear. 
Demure bolero suits became sum- 
mer evening frocks when the jack- 


ets were removed. Play costumes | 


often consisted of three or four 
pieces. Lounging pajamas added 
skirts and practically every swim 
suit had its own cape or jacket. 
Some coats had hoods that could 
be arranged as shoulder capes. 
The students were willing to go

Some of the students designed 
shoes to go with the dresses. Bev- 
erly Lueders launched some strik- 
ing buskins that were laced up the 
sides and were made in different 
materials to harmonize with dif- 
ferent costumes. Odette Messinger 
featured an eyelet pump, the eye- 
lets making it possible to use a 
varity of different ties. Plaid 
gingham matched one outfit while 
white pique repeated the accent 
of a brown linen costume, Miéilli- 
nery, likewise, proved inspiring to 
the students who sought to carry 
out a definite color scheme or 
trend. Numerous little starched 
lace bonnets were noteworthy as 
were those picturesque sunshades.

Take My Word for It

WORDS TO WATCH, 


ORT WAYNE: Colby, do your 
Fauty and get after people who 

insist on mispronouncing the 
word harass as “huh-RASS.” It’s 
especially reprehensible when 
heard on the radio.—Dr, J. W. 

Answer: It is true that most 
American dictionaries list harass 
with the pronunciation: HAR-uss. 
It is the only pronunciation sanc- 
tioned *by Funk and Wagnall’s, the 
New Century, Winston’s,and Mac- 
millan’s, 

On the other hand, huh-RASS is 
the second choice of Webster’s 
New International Dictionary, the 
Thorndike Century, and Kenyon 
and Knott’s Pronouncing Diction- 
ary. The last-named (a very mod- 
ern and realistic dictionary) ob- 
serves: “The pronunciation huh- 
RASS (my phonetics) instead of 


‘the older HAR-uss appears to be 


on the increase.” 

Drs. Kenyon and Knott thus im- 
ply that HAR-uss has prevailed in 
American usage until recently. My 
own opinion, however, is that 
HAR-uss has not been in wide- 


spread use for a long time, espe- 
cially during the many years in 
which I have been observing and 
reporting the speech habits of 
Americans. 


In my opinion, the general dis- 
inclination to use the -uss 
pronunciation is because it sounds 
almost exactly like the name Har- 
ris. On the other hand, huh-RASS, 
with a good, solid accent 6n the 
second. syllable, resembles no 
other word, and has a lot of 
“punch,” fo8 

In other words, HAR-uss has a 
mild, easy-going sound, while huh- 


RASS. suggests action, violence, 
irritation. 

Moreover, huh-RASS follows a 
familiar pattern in which most 
two-syllable English verbs receive 
the accent on the second syllable; 
there are thousands like debase, 
accept, perform, invest, require, 
depart, etc. 

So here we have another case of 
the average dictionary’s lagging 
behind the procession, The pro- 
nunciation huh-RASS is here to 
stay. It unquestionably is good 
usage today, if not best usage. If 
and when I publish my Standard 
American Dictionary, I shall cer- 
tainly list huh-RASS as the pro- 
nunciation that prevails over- 
whelmingly in the United States.

Contract 
Bridge

ODAY’S declarer made a good 
T pisy at the start, but a bad 
one immediately afterward. 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


— 


The bidding: 
South West 
1 spade Pass 
4 spades Pass 


The contract was sound enough, 
but both minor-suit kings were 
wrong—and South ran into other 
difficulty. 

West opened the heart seven, 
trying for a ruff. Declarer played 
the eight from dummy, but when 
East covered with the jack, he 
was presented with the trick, 
South shrewdly guessing that 
West’s lead had been a doubleton, 
This was a good and lucky play 
on South’s part, because had he 
taken the trick with the ace he 

would have been defeated, no 
matter how he continued. West 
would win the first spade lead and 
return his other heart; East would 
win with the king and give West 
a ruff. West then would lead 
clubs, and the contract would 
eventually be defeated two tricks, 


South’s passing of the first trick, 
however, broke the communica- 
tions between the East and West 
hand. East, sure that his heart 
king was trapped, and hoping that 
West had led a singleton, re- 
turned a heart. Dummy’s queen 
won, and declarer now made the 
fatal error of attacking trumps, — 
West won and shifted to a club, 
The finesse lost, and declarer not 
only had his heart ace ruffed 
away on the return of that suit, 
but also had to give up a trick to 
the diamond king. 

At the third trick (after win- 
ning with the heart queen) de- 
clarer should have taken the dia- 
mond finesse. If it succeeded, well 
and good; if it didn’t, West could 
mot put East in, since dummy’s 
club queen could be thrown off on 
South’s third diamond. Thus South 
would have a club trick and the 
heart ruff.
